MISSING FAIR EFFECTS. 

Consul-General Gowdy Will Set on 

Foot an Investigation as Soon as He 

Sete Necessary Papers. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—A.M.] 

PARIS, Jan. 20. [Ry Atlantic Ca- 
ble. ] Consul-General Gowdy was ques- 
tioned by the correspondent of the As- 
seciated Press, concerning the reports 
from San Francisco that the effects of 
the late Mr. and Mrs. Charles Fair had 
been looted in Paris, and that imita- 
tions had been substituted for valauble 
furs and a pearl necklace. Gowdy 
said the effects of the Fairs had been 
sent to the executors at San Francisco, 
who duly acknowledged the receipt 
of the jewelry as invoiced, but in- 
formed. the Consul-General that the 
furs which had been sent separately 
had been tampered with, and pieces 
of an inferior quality substituted for 
the originals. 

After the death of the Falrs which 
occurred as the result of an automobile 
accident in France last August. pe 
furs were appraised at $1000 by a 
sponsible dealer, who kept them in 
stortage until they were shipped. 

Gowdy asked the executors at San

Charlies M. Rhodes of Philadeiphia, one 
of the capitalists composing the Hina 
loa Exploration Company and Las 
Playas Mining and Milling Company.

After all, Mr. Rhodes says, “the situa- 
tion is not so alarming as has some 
times been made out, and people of the 
better class, who observe ordinary sani. 
tary measures, are not apt to be at- 
tacked by the Asiatic scourge. 

“In Magatian the plague is confined 
to the peon clases of natives, en to 
the, apparent exclusion of the few Chi- 
nese there. Of course, a panic has been 
created among the population, and 
thousands of people have fied to the 
mountains. There has not been re- 
ported any spread of the disease, how- 
ever, beyond Mazatian and vicinity. 

“Our party came out of the countains 
a hundred miles back of Mazatlan, 
where we are operating on a large 
acale, straight into the plague-stricken 
city. There we found that no steam- 
ers were running because of the condi- 
tions, and we chartered a steamer to 
carry us to Guaymas. We were held 
in quarantine there for ten days to 
the minute, much against our inclina- 
tions, during which time, by the way, 
we had to pay a stiff rent for our char. 
tered steamer, from which we were not 
allowed to disembark. The quarantine 
was very thorough, as, of course, it 
should be, and I see no reason why the 
people of Southern California need have 
any fear of the spread of the plague 
this way from Mcxico.

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 21.—- Today an- 
other ot the recurrent mysteries of the 
seaside towns was added to the local 
records, with the discovery of the body 
of an ap nt suicide victim in an ar- 
rcyo leading from Santa Monica Cafion, 
‘between Santa Monica and the Soldiers’ 
Home. 

Beside the decaying corpse lay a little 
brown vial, empty, but with a tell-tal-, 
solitary capsule of morphine near !t. 
Papers which might have led to iden- 
tification were discovered scattered 
and ‘torn to fragments, as evidently the 
last care of the unknown had been to 
take his name with his life. No trace 
ot violence was evident on the remains. 

Michael McManus made,the grew- 
some discovery, and immediately re- 
ported it to the proper authorities, when 
the body was removed to Guildinger’s 
undertaki establishment here. The 
inquest will be held tomorrow. 

In the judgment of those who viewe4 
the remains the man had been dead 
about two weeks. There were no pa- 
pers in the pockets, but a number of 
finely torn fragments lying about had 
evidently mn receipts and other 
things of like nature. : 

In Üte the deceased had been about 
5 feet 9 inches in height and weighed 
probably’160 pounds. He wore a dark 
gray suit with a sack coat, and had 
on a white shirt and collar, with a black 
French tie. Black laced shoes and plal4 
socks covered the feet. He was well 
dressed. The man was bald on top of 
the head, the rest of the hair being 
dark brown. He wore a very heavy 
momache of dark brown, sprinkieJ 
with gray.
